Yor letter convinces me, as I suspected, 
bh.a.o "there is not a contradiction after &!X« I agree with, yon 
that the resolution of this minor problem does not bear heavily 
on the question whether a shot originated from the grassy knoll 
on the Plaza, but I am glad to have it settled, for "the apparent 
contradiction between the witnesses and the photographs made no 
sense. It is clear that the two sets of evidence referred to 
two different places. 
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
